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OHIO GOYERNOR DIES.

PATTISON EXPIRES AFTER ILL-
NESS OF MANY MONTHS.

Passing of Demoeratic Officinl and
Swearing In of Lieutenant Gover-
nor Harris Tarns Over Control of

State to Republicans.

Governor John M, Pattison, of Ohlo,
died at his country home at Milford, a
short distance from Cincinnati, Monday
afternoon from an illness which set in
shortly after Lis election last Novem-
ber. With the administration of the
oath of oflice . as acting governor to
Lieutenant Governor Andrew L. Har-
rig, the polities of the State underwent
a revolution great as that of last
fall, when Mr, IMattison was placed in
the executive chiair by a large majori-
ty, although the only Demoerat on the
ticket to win an oflice. Governor Patti-
son's death puts the Republicans as
fully in control of Ohio as if they galn-
ed a complete vietory at the polls last
November, Governor I'attison’s illness
raised mauny complications in State af-
fairs.
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End Hastened by Campnign.

The death of Governor Paitison was
due to a complication of ehronie inter-
stitinl neplritis, familiarly known as
Bright's disease, and uremia, according
to the statenment given out by his physi-
cian. It is =aid that the nature of the
malady made his death only a matter
of time, but the excitement of the cam-
paign and the duties of his position
are believed to have hastened the end.

He was born in
15846, but it was not
until 1865 that he
attained prominence
by his connection
In 1870
he was convieted of treason and fel-
ony and sentenced to fifteen years' im-
prisonment. He was released, however,
on ticket-of-leave in 1877. Two years
later, with Charles Stewart I’arnell,
Davitt founded the Irish Land League
Ile began an extremely vigorous cam-
paign for Irish independence, and in
that same year was arrested for sedi-
tion. The case against him was not
pushed to trial and Davitt came to the
United States to organize the auxiliary
land league of the United States. On
his return he was again arrested, and
in 1881 was sentenced back to penal
servitude, from which he was not re-
leased till May, 1882, ¥His work for
the Irish Land League brought him into
trouble again, and in 1883 he was again
imprisoned for seditious language. Da-
vitt was first elected to Parlinment in
1882 while a prisoner in the Portland
convict prison, but was disqualified by
special vote of the House of Commons
for non-expiration of sentence for trea-
son-felony. He was again elected and,
unseated in 1892, He was returned the
same year, but resigned in 1893, owing
to bankruptey procéedings. In 1895 he
again took seat in the house. After the
outbreak of the Transvaal war in 18959
Davitt made a climax to the fruitless
opposition of the Irish members by
again tendering his resignadion as a
urotest against the government’s policy,
